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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the previous action is still considered pertinent to 
the applicant's claimed invention, The applicant claims that Miller/Arnold does not have a processor comprising an optimizer; while, his 
system is also not considered to have a processor comprising an optimizer. A processor is for executing software not for storing 
(comprising) software (an optimizer. The applicant also specifies that the references do not teach optimizing a trace; while, the applicant 
defines a trace in sect. 0002 of the specifications, as a series of micro operations that may be executed by a processor. Therefore, this 
broad description is considered taught via Arnold's adaptive optimizations of a computer program (series of micro operations) with its profile 
data functioning as traces, see the abstract and summary . the applicant further indicate that there is no reason to combine the references; 
however, both references are designed to increase processing efficiency bby reducing processing time. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to a person having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to combine the references for the reasons specified in the 
previous rejection.
